Snatched from what seemed almost 
certain death, the survivors are snug 
to-night in Yarmouth, The wireless ap- 
peals for assistance which the distressed 
steamer first made thirty-six hours a 
fore were answered late to-day as the 
doomed Royal Mail steamer was be- 
ing racked to pieces on Trinity Rock, 
six miles off Port Maitland. The res- 
cue will go down in shipping annals 
as one of the most notable ever accom-} 
plished on the Atlantic Coast. 

The Cobequid had begun to break up! 
under the cannonading of the terrific 
seas that had been merciless from the 
time the vesse] struck early yesterday. | 
Quantities of cargo covered the waters 
as the lifeboats ranged alongside. The} 
coastal steamers Westport and John L. 
Cann were first to get their small boats 
into the water, and they were 
s00n by the boats of the Government 
steamer Lansdowne and the steamer 
Rappahannock, As the work of rescue} 
progressed the sea subsided considerably 
and no mishap marred the triumph over 
the waves.

The crash came just before dawn, and 
a few minutes later the wireless S OS 
was flashing over the waters. The 
Cobequid’s operator was unable to give! 
her location, for no one on board knew 
it definitely. Four hours later flood tide 
and the gale had driven the steamer still 


farther on the Rock, breaking her back 
and flooding the engine room. This put 
out the fires and interrupted the wire- 
less apparatus. 

The passengers were greatly alarmed, 
but the courage of Capt. Hawson and 
his abiding faith in his ship reassured 
them time and again. The steamer made 
water rapidly, and the cargo began to | 
tear away, hroughout the day and| 
night that followed the officers scanned | 
the sea for passing craft, and the op-! 
erator worked heroically to restore his | 
wireless outfit. 

Meanwhile, steamers that had Picked | 
up the first cry for help were search- 
ing tor the distressed craft. A heavy 
vapor caused by the action of the in- 
tense cold on the water handicapped 
the searchers, and it was a fisherman 
on the Port ‘Maitland shore who first 
made out the Cobequid as the vapor rose 
this afternoon and revealed the liner on 
ihe dreaded Trinity. 

Darkness was gathering fast when the 
rescue began, but the boatmen from the 
coastal steamers knew the Rock and the 
surrounding shoals as well as they did 
their own front yards ashore, and they 
went at the work with perfect confi- 
dence. Less than five hours later those 
who had faced death for two days were 
being warmed and fed at the hotels 
here. So far as could be learned to-night 
none of the party was permanently the 
worse for the adventure.

Major Groome is Supertntendent of the 
Department of Pennsylvania State Police. 
Major Groome was chosen for his pres- 
ent place by Gov. Pennypacker at a 


time when the police force of Pennsy}l- | 


vania seemed to be demdralized and en- 
tirely under the control of the politi- 
cians. There was much complaint of 
the inefficiency of the police during labor 
troubles.

I had warn- 
ing letters from friends. So has 
Prince Sabaheddin, who also lives in 
Paris. The plot is a political one, or- 
ganized by the Committee of Union 
and Progress, (Young Turks,) of 
whose policy I am one of the most 
active opponents. 

‘Some weeks ago there arrived in 
Paris nine Turkish bravos, most of 
them policemen, sent from Turkey by 
enemies of mine in high positions.

The 
assassin fired at her, and, with great 
presence of mind, she fell to the 
ground and feigned to be dead. 

“The man rushed toward the room 
which I use as a_ study, treading 
heavily on my ‘wife's head as he did 
so, but by this time my son-in-law, 
Salih Bey, who has been staying with 
me since he finished his service in 
the war, had leaped from bed and 
entered the hall. Seizing from the 
floor.a revolver which the wounded 
servant had drawn from his pocket, 
he fired three times at the man, who 
returned the shots. 

“Then, the revolver being empty, 
Salih Bey sprang back into the Prin- 
cess’s bedroom and snatched up a re- 
volver with which she, like the other 
members of the family, had been pro- 
vided. He went into the hall again 
and with the first shot put a bullet 
through the assassin’s brain. The 
man was a Mussulman. He-hadea 
copy of the Koran and 200 francs 
($40) in his pocket. 

“ Meanwhile the Princess had hur- 
ried down five flights of the servants’ 
staircase to send the concierge for 
the police. 

“The revolver with which the as- 
sassin was armed was a regulation 
Turkish police weapon. He had an- 
other in his pocket and also a Turkish 
dagger of the kind which was used in 
the murder of Zekki Bey in Turkey 
two years ago. 

“Of course, my life is still in dan- 
ger. The present Turkish Govern- 
ment is made up of brigands and as- 
sassins, who stick at nothing to re- 
move an enemy. Some of my friends 
are going to see the French Premier 
to-morrow and urge him to order the 
expulsion of nine Turkish assassins 
who are staying in Paris.” 

The valet has since died. 


PARIS, Jan. 14.—Gen. Mehmed Cherif 


Pasha is one of the chiefs of the Turk- 
ish Radical Party. 

Cherif is the editor of a newspaper 
published here in the interests of Con- 
stitutionalism in Turkey and he also 
owere a widespread agitation in Tur- 

ey. 

The police had not beenable, up to a iate 
hour to-night, to discover the identity 
of Cherif Pasha's assailant. They are 
of the opinion that he had accomplices, 
and an open warrant for their appre- 
hension has been issued. 

Clerks in the shop where the man’s 
clothing was purchased identified the 
body as that of a man who caine in 
company with two other foreigners, who 
spoke French with difficulty. He re- 
fused to have the clothes delivered, 
and took them away with him. 

The assassin’s pistol is of the type 
used by the Turkish police and is 
stamped with the Government mark. 

In a_ statement given out to-night 
Cherif Pasha says: 

“Three weeks ago Azim Bey, ex-Chief 
of Police of Constantinupie, arrived in 
Paris.. By chance I learned he had 
orders to suppress me. Ten days ago 
Azim Bey went to London, but left 
his men behind with instructions to 
carry out their mission. As they de-

Special Bequests to 400 Have | Dead Alienist’s Wish That It Be 


Been F- d—$25,000,000 to 
$30,000,000 for Charity. 


More than a million dollars has been 
distributed among employes of B. Alt- 
man & Co., under the will of Benjamin 
Altman, who died on Oct. 7 last. The 
last of 400 checks in payment of Mr. 
Altman’s bequests to his employes were 
handed out yesterday by the executors 
of his will. Each employe who had 
been in the service of the dry goods 
house founded by Mr. Itman for 
fifteen years got a check for $1,000, 

Those who had been employed for 
eighteen years got $1,500 each, and those 
who had served twenty years’ got 
$2,500 each, Checks for $5,000 each were 
given to several employes who were 
named by Mr. Altman in his will, in- 
cluding Jennié Stack, Lillian McKeon, 
{Charles Hayuor, Etta Witte, Abraham 
Trier, Emanuel Trier, Benjamin Jen- 
kins, J. H. Doran, and (Friedrich 
Schmidt. Gifts of stock were made to 
Frank L. Nugent, Milton M. Klein, 
James H. Thompson, Alfred P. Boehm, 
William Scherer, and Flavius J. Perry, 

who already had holdings in the Altman | 
Company. The names of the employes | 
who received the $2,500, $1,500, and 
$1,000 checks were not made public. 

In accordance with Mr. Altman's wish 
the inheritance tax on these bequests, 
if one is required to be paid, will be 
met out of his residuary estate, since) 
it was his desire that the gifts should 
be free of any tax. 

The Trustees of the Altman Founda- 
tion, M. Friedsam, George R. Read, Dr. 
Bernard Sachs, and Edwin J. Steiner, 
will soon receive from the estate the 
legacies provided in the will, estimated 
at between $25,000,000 and $30,000,000, to 
be applied to the support of such philan- 
thropic and charitable institutions as 
the Trustees may select. 

The announcement was made that 
the Trustees, who have absolute discre- 
tion in applying the funds coming into 
their hands as income, will soon meet 
te organize and formulate plans for 
the benefit of the Altman employes and 
of various charitable institutions. 

The Altman Foundation, which was 
created by a special act of the iast 
Legislature, will enjoy the income of 
the greater part of the stock in B. Alt- 
man & Co. in his will Mr. Altman pro- 
vided for the continuance of his business 
along the tines on which he had con- 
ducted it. 

Final arrangements for the transfer 
of the business are being heid up by 
legal formalities. One Trustee has yet 
to be elected. The estate has not boen 
appraised for inheritance tax purposes 
and somé interesting questions will 
come up on the appraisal. 

Mr. Altman’s executors say that «ince 


the purpose of the Altmarn Foundation 
is philanthropic, the great bulk of the 
estate is not taxable, They hupe to 
convince the Transfer Tax Appraiser 
and the State Controller of this, though 
there is a possibility that the unusual 
nature of the foundation, including the 
employes of B. Altman & Co. among 
its beneficiaries, and not operating any 
charitable work of its own, but merely 
aiding other charities, may move the 
Controller to ask the Surrogates’ Court 
to assess a tax upon the trensfer 
the B. Altman & Co. stock to the 
foundation, 


BRADLEY GIRL ARRESTED. 


Sent to a Sanitarium in Mobile— 
Foster Held on Two Charges.

MOBILE, Jan. 14.—Joel M. Foster, the 
poultryman of Brown's Mills, N. J., who 
eloped with Delilah Bradley, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Richard Jones, Jr., this after- 
noon on the charge of violating the 
White Slave act. His attorney waived 
examination, and the prisoner was held 
for the Federal Grand Jury in $5,000 
tond, which was signed by W. P. May- 
er, a real estate man of this city, for- 
merly of Chicago. United States Dts- 
trict Attorney Pitts announced that De- 
lilah Bradley would be held as principal 
witness for the Government under bond 
in the same amount, but that under no 
circumstances would he allcw the de- 
fendant to furnish the bond. ‘‘ Her fa- 
ther is her custodian, morally and oth- 
erwise,” said Mr. Pitts, ‘‘and he can 
sign her bond and take her in charge.’’ 
This Mr. Bradley did. 

No sooner had Foster returned to the 
hotel where he is stopping than Detect- 
ive Warren Buren served a warrant on 
him, charging him with adultery. In the 
méanwhilé Chief of Police F. W. Cren- 
shaw had placed the girl under arrest 
on the same charge as she came out 
through a side entrance of the Gov- 
ernment building. Both were taken to 
the pplice station. 

From there the girl was sent imme- 
diately to the Inge-Bondurant Sanita- 
rium.

Significant Talk of Newlands. 


An inkling of the purposes the Pres- 
ident and his Congressional advisers 
have in mind in the suggested forma- 
tion of the Interstate Trade Board was 
given to-night in a statement by Senator 
Newlands of Nevada, Chairman of the 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce, who was one of those called 
into consultation by the President to- 
day in connection with the anti-trust 
measures. While declining to discuss 
his conference at the White House, Mr. 
Newlands announced his continued ad- 
vocacy of his own bill for an industrial 
commission. 

“I still believe,” said Mr. Newlands, 
“that the organization of such a com- 
mission would be a most efficient in- 
strumentality for bringing ‘big busi- 
ness’ in harmony with them. Such 
a commission with powers of publicity, 
investigation, and correction, would be 
of great service in effecting compliance 
with the law without resort to the 
courts and also of service to the courts 
and the Attorney General in the disso- 
lution and reorganization of corpora- 
tions organized in violation of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust law. 

“Such a commission, while having no 
power to give immunity, would be an ef- 
fective agent in speedily adjusting the 
organization of big corporations which 
are now showing a desire to conform 
to the law. This course would be con- 
ducive to industrial peace, under which 
big business can go on without violent 
renerentaney prejudicial both to the 
public and themseives.’”’ 

The first conference at the White 
House to-day was attended by Chair- 
man Clayton of the House Committee 
on the Judiciary and Representatives 
Carlin, Webb, and Floyd of Arkansas, 
Democratic members of that committee. 
Late this afternoon the President had a 
conference with Chairman Newlands 
and the Democratic Senators on the 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. To the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who saw) him the President 
sketched his forthcoming address on 
anti-trust legislation and found his visi- 
tors in thorough accord with his ideas.

Thus Canada’s net gain in the 
six years was only 23,1953. 

A very considerable portion of the ex- 
odus was made up of Americans who 
had settled here but were returning 
to their own country. These numbered 
22,232 in 1910, but in 1913 the number 
had increased to 54,497.

BERING COAL FAILS IN TEST. 


Navy Finds the Alaskan Product 
Useless for Its Purposes.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Coal taken 
from the Bering River field in Alaska 
and tried experimentally by the Amer- 
ican Navy to determine its fitness for 
naval uses was a complete failure, ac- 
cording to testimony given before the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs to- 
day by Rear Admiral R. 8S. Griffin, 
chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing of the Navy Department. 

This coal was mined by a naval ex- 
pedition last Summer and thoroughly 
tested both on board thé cruiser Mary- 
land and at the steam engineering la- 
boratory at Annapolis. Chemically, the 
Bering River coak appeared to be bet- 
ter than the famous Pocahontas coal, 
but when the Alaskan coal was tested 
it failed utterly to give the anticipated 
results This was very disappointing 
to the officers of the navy, who felt 
that the results of these tests would 
have an important bearing upon the 


supply of coal for tne navy in Pacific 
waters and upon the commercial sup- 
ply of coal on the West Coast.

At the municipal lodging house 
capacity was reached by 8 o’clock, and - 
at 10 o’clock more than 1,000 homeless 
men, who had bern unable to get ac- 
commodations in the city’s big home for 
the homeless had been sent to the 
charities pier and the city steamboats, 
moored aiongside it, for shelter. The 
Salvation Army, the New York Asso- 
ciation for Improving the Condition of 
the Poor, the Bowery Mission, and 
many other institutions cared for per- 
haps 38,000 more persons who souglit 
shelter of them. 

The first of the deatlis due to exposure 
reported to the police was that of Mrs. 
Mary Hickey, an octogenarian, who was * 
found frozen in the airshaft of the ten- 
ement house at 168 East Eighty-sixth 
Street early yesterday morning. The oid 
woman had occupied a small apartment 
on the second floor. She had been ill 
several days, and the police said that 
the evidence indicated that she had 
wandered into the basement and then 
into the airshaft while in a delirium.

then appointed Chief of the General 
Naval Staff, and many honors were 
conferred on him for his services in 
this war.

STEEL MEN AFFIRM (|Jdle Plants and Men in the Steel Industry. 


HUMPHREY FIGURES 


But Total Output of Plants Last 
Year Was 1,000,000 Tons 


More Than in 1912. 


OUTLOOK IS MORE HOPEFUL | 


Depression Really Not Marked Until 


November—Many Replies to 
Times Inquiries. 


Inquiry yesterday at the local offices 
of steel and iron companies and answers 
to telegrams sent by Tue Times to the 
points named in Congressman Hum- 
phrey’s speech in the House on Tues- 
day, in which he said that 123 pig iron 
stacks, with an annual capacity of nearly 
13,000,000 tons, had been blown out since 
March 1, indicated that his figures were 
substantially correct when made up last 
week, but that there had been some 
signs of improvement since then. As an 
instance, the ingot production of the 
United States Steel Corporation has in- 
creased 12 per cent. since Jan. 1. 

Some points were made, however, that 
changed the interpretation put on the 
figures by Mr. Humphrey to a certain 


extent. One was that the decline did not 
date from March, when the Democratic 
Administration came in, but began in 
June and was not marked until Novem- 
ber and December. This is shown by 
the actual record of production, as com- 
piled by The Iron Age. The figures in 
gross tons are as follows:

The total production for the year was 
thus 30,722,101, which is 1,000,000 tons 
more than in 1912, which was the great- 
est in the country’s history up to that 
time, and 38,500,000 tons more than in 
1910, which was regarded as a boom 
year. 

The figures cited by Mr. Humphrey 
also ignored the fact that since March 
new stacks, estimated to aggregate 
60 or 70, had been blown in and no al- 
lowance was made for these as an offset 
against the 123 said to have been blown 
out. 

Many of the plants cited by Mr. Hum- 

hrey were those of subsidiaries of the 

TInited States Steel Corporation, from 
which no official figures could be ob- 
tained yesterday. Trade authorities 
agreed, however, that the Steel Cor- 
poration had between 40,000 and 50,000 
men idle at the present time, which Is 
fewer than at the first of the year, as 
the Steel Corporation has been taking 
on men since that time. While state- 
ments have been made that its mills 
were running at only 650 per cent. ca- 
pacity, it was pointed out that a far 
greater proportion of its men were em- 
ployed, as it had last year 228,000 em- 
ployes, of which the number now idle 
would be about 20 per cent. 


Bottom of the Slump. 


“As T look at the tabulation of stacks 
blown out since March 1,” said one steel 
man yesterday, “it seems to me that it 
represents the bottom of the slump in 
the steel and iron industry. When these 
records were prepared it is entirely pos- 
sible that furnaces with a capacity of 
nearly 13,000,000 tons annually were out 
of commission. There were a great 
many men out of work, too, in conse- 
quence, partly, of the usual Christmas 
layoff ordered by many companies for 
the purpose of making repairs. 

“No doubt exists in my mind, how- 
ever, that business has improved some- 
what in the en week, and I believe we 
have seen the worst of the depression. 
It may not be predicted that we are on 
the verge of a substantial buying move- 
ment, because no man can tell when 

sumers will come out of the state of 
apathy they were thrown into by agita- 
on against big business in 1913, and 
the uncertainty occasioned by enactment 
of such important laws as the tariff and 
currency measures. It stands to reason, 
though, that this country cannet con- 
tinue to progress industrially, even on 
& small scale, with its stocks of iron and 
steel products at a low level, and I 
think that a gradual improvement is 
bound to come. 

“TI note that Mr. Humphrey goes back 
to March 1 to choose a date for the be- 
ginning of the depression. The blow- 
ing out of furnaces was made to begin 
then. It might as well have been Nov. 
1 as March 1, for the decline of tron 
and steel activity came suddenly toward 
the close of October, although ~ the 
groundwork for it in the shape of 
steadily declining orders was being built 
in several months preceding. 


Old Orders Helped. 


“Throughout the greater part of last 
Year the steel companies were, after a 
manner of speaking, burning the back- 
log left from the previous year. I mean 
that the great accumulation of orders 
which carried over into 1913 from 1912 
kept the companies busy up to nearly 90 
per cent. of capacity until Winter. But 
mew orders fell away steadily 
time. The result could not be anything 
else than it was. When specifications 
ceased to come against old orders, & 
slump of furnace and mill work oc- 
curred. The slump was the worst that 

have ever seen in my experience in 
the steel business. 
score had to be blown out because there 
wasn’t anything for them to do, and 
thousands of men were let go for the 
same reason. Now that an improvement 
has occurred, the re-employment of 


many workmen may" be looked for, and | 


the stacks will gradually start up again. 

“TI hardly expect to see prices rise 
from their present low level for some 
time. They cannot advance under a 
tariff that lets many products enter free 
until Europe’s demand for its own steel 
increases to a point that ———— ship- 
ments to this country. The steel com- 
panies certainly will not be able to lift 
quotations to a level that would cause 
consumers to buy in the foreign mar- 
kets in preference to our own. The 
steel situation is full of: puzzling prob- 
lems which cannot be worked out except 
through the passage of several months.” 


Trade Papers Hopeful. 


The trade papers in their issues to- 
day will take a more optimistic view of 
conditions than that set forth by Mr. 
Humphrey. The Iron Age will say: 

** Steel mill resumptions, after one of 
the longest and most extensive holiday 
shutdowns the industry has known, have 
indicated improvement, but it should 
not be overestimated, as has been done 
in some Pittsburgh dispatches, 

** At the same time it has been shown, 
im an effort made last week to sum up 
the number of idle men in the metal 
industries, that unfavorable conditions 
also can be overstated.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—A new Dill, 
much broader in its scope amd prac- 
tically revolutionary in its effect, has 
been agreed upon by Secretary of War 
Garrison, the officers in charge of the 
militia division of the regular army and 
the Adjutant Generals commanding the 
militia in thirty-two States, to super- 
sede the oVlunteer Army bill passed 
by the House of Representatives just 
before the holiday and now 
pending in the Senate. 

The new measure is designed to con- 
vert the State militia of the country, now 
| numbering approximately 120,000 en- 

listed men, into an effective fighting 
force instantly at the command of the 
Federal Government for purposes of in- 
vading a foreign country, if necessary, 
as well as to repel invasion at home. 
Recruited to full war strength, the 
militia wing of the regular army, as 
now promised, would number in round 
figures 250,000 men, 

There is every reason to believe that 
the bill will be enacted by Congress 
in the present session and with 
Secretary Garrison 
has assured the Adjutant Generals of 
the States, meeting here with the Na- 
tional Militia Board, that President 
Wilson strongly favors the bill and will 
use his influence with Congress to have

is intended to provide for Federal 
pay for members of the National Guard 
as a regular practice in time of peace 
as well as of war. Under this feature 
of the bill the Government, at the out- 
set, would expend about $8,000,000 an- 
nually in payments for the National 
Guard, this money to be distributed 
equitably, or as nearly so as possible, 
among the guardsmen of the various 
States. 

It is proposed to regulate payments 
on the basis of a graduated scale. start- 
ing from the privates down rather than 
from the officers down as is usually the 
case. Enlisted men in the National 
Guard are to be paid at the rate of 
one dollar for each drill attended. The 
pay of the officers is to be on a very 
much smaller scale. 

The Federal Government will not pay 
directly, but through the States, which 
will serve as disbursing agents. This 
will avoid complications over such 
questions as pensions and other points 
which might tend to hinder the accep-

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SALE OF LINCOLN RELICS. 


Two Sessions of Lambert Sale Real- 
ize a Total of $15,675. 


The first two sessions of the sale of 
the late Major William H. Lambert's 
remarkable collection of Lincolniana, 
conducted by the Metropolitan Art As- 
sociation at the Anderson Galleries yes- 
terday, established a number of new 
record prices. The total for the day 
was $15,675, of which $8,406 was ob- 
tained last evening. ‘ 

The largest sum paid for a single 
item was $3,250. It was one of three 
copies of the original Thirteenth Con- 
stitutional Amendment, written on vel- 
lum, made by the Chief Engrossing 
Clerk and his two assistants by special 
permission, and at their request signed 
by Abraham Lincoln, Vice President 
Hannibal Hamlin, and Speaker Schuyler 
Colfax, George D. Smith was the suc- 
cessful bidder. It was reported that he 


was buying for Henry E. Huntington in 
this and other instances. 

He also obtained for $1,900 one of fifty 
authorized copies of the original Eman- 
cipation Proclamation, signed by Lin- 
coln, William H. Seward, and John G. 
Nicolay. These fifty copies were signed 
by Lincoln for Charles G. Leland at the 
request of George H. Boker. 

A scarce Southern pamphlet “Abraham 
Lincoln Demonstrated to be the Gog of 
the Bible,’’ Memphis, 1868, went to F. 
W. Morris for $1°%6. <A _ fine copy of 
the broadside offering $100,000 reward 
for the capture of Lincoln's assassins, 
containing photographs of Surratt, 
Wilkes Booth, and Harold, was knocked 
down to H. Whittman for $400. 

Charles F. Heartman gave $185 for a 
collection of Lincolniana in nine octavo 
volumes, E. D. North obtained for $675 
the original play bills issued at Ford's 
Theatre, Washington, on the morning 
and evening of the day on which Lin- 
coln was shot. The scarcest of the lot 
is the play bill printed in the afternoon 
after it had been definitely ascertained 
that Lincoln would attend the perform- 
ance of ‘‘Our American Cousin.”” Mr. 
Smith gave $225 for a ‘*‘ Biograph and 
Sketch of Lincoln’ by Charles H. Hart, 
Albany, 1870, and ‘ Bibliographia Lin- 
colniana,”’ two volumes in one, 

Among the persons present at the sale 
was Montagu Barlow, Member of Par- 
liament and a member of the firm of 
Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, London. 
Two more sessions will be held to-day. 
This afternoon the remarkable series of 
Lincoln autograph letters will be dis- 
persed.

Mrs. Griswold, a Clerical Assist- 
ant, Concealed the Birth 
of Her Child. 


WOMEN VOTE AGAINST HER 


Board of Education Unanimous in 


Action on Charges in Staten 
Island Case. 


Mrs. Carolyn W. Griswold, clerical 
assistant in the Curtis High School, 
New Brighton, Staten Island, was dis- 
missed from the service by the Board of 
Education yesterday because, as alleged, 
she made false statements about her 
absence from the school, which was due 
‘to the birth of her child. The vote for 
her dismissal was unanimous. All of 
the women Commissioners present cast 
their votes against her. Mrs. Giswold’s 
| salary was $1,200 a year. 

The Board of Superintendents first 
learned of Mrs. Griswold’s absence from 
school in November last, when the report 
| of her Principal was received, giving the 
}number of days she had failed to report 
|for duty. District Supt. Bardwell in- 
vestigated the case, and learned that 
Mrs. Griswold had given birth to a child. 
As a result of his investigation Mrs. 
Griswold was suspended on Dec. 8. 

Her case was heard on Jan. 7 by the 
Committee on High Schools. The ac- 
; cused was present with her counsel, 
| John S. Wise, Jr. The testimony was 
to the effect that when she was ques- 
| tioned as to the reason for her absence 
she made, as alleged, false statements 
for the purpose of concealing the 
facts, and deceiving the Education De- 
partment officials. It was also alleged 
| that she had refused to give proper 
answers to questions put to her by City 
| Supt. Maxwell and District Supt. Bard- 
well, and had withheld necessary infor- 
mation asked by them. The High 
Schools Committee, after hearing all the 
evidence, decided unanimously to report 
in favor of her dismissal. It is said 
that Mrs. Griswold will apepal to the 
courts. 

The Board of Education was in a dis- 
missing mood yesterday. It found Sam- 
uel E. Schenck, a cleaner in Public 


School 6, Queens, guilty of charges of 


absence without leave and neglect of 
duty and dismissed him. It also found 
George E. Butterfield, janitor of Public 
| School 111, Manhattan, guilty of charges 
of gross misconduct and dismissed him 
also. 

Leniency was shown in the case of 
Mrs. Rena G. Schweitzer, a teacher in 
School 13, Manhattan, She was sus- 
vended y District Superintendent 
enkins on Dec. 6 for neglect of duty 
in absenting herself from her school. 
When a copy of the charges was taken 
her house it was learned that she 
haa sailed for Bermuda. She did not 
return until Jan. 13, The Committee 
on Elementary Schools recommended 
that, in view of the fact that she had 
been teaching with satisfaction to the 
committee for some time, punishment 
be limited to a fine representing her 
salary from Dec. 2, the first day of her 
absence, to Jan. 13, inclusive, and that 
she be allowed to resume 
with full pay dating from Saturday. The 
Board of Education so ordered.

IN TRUNK MURDER 


Two Men and Two Women Who 
Lived in Flat Where Man 
Died Are Caught. 


BROUGHT HERE BY A RUSE 


Extradition from New Jersey Avoid- 
ed by Detectives —- Men Admit 
Putting Body in the Trunx. 


By a ruse, Detectives Steinkamp and 
Feinn of the Clinton Street Station suc- 
ceeded early yesterday in bringing back | 
to New York without extradition papers 
two men wanted by Deputy Commis- 
sioner Dougherty on suspicion that they 
were implicated in the murder of Ivan 
Martysewicz, whose body was found in | 
Dec. 29, at noon, before 47 
Pitt Street. Late on Tuesday night the 
police received word that Charles | 
Draniewiez, in whose flat at 529 Hast | 
Bleventh Street, Martysewicz died, and 
John Rabinoff, who lived at the flat, | 
and at 172 Ferry Street, New York, had 
been seen loitering about a saloon at! 
110 Wittcoff Street, Newark. 

The detectives, who speak 
Slavic dialects, went over to Newark | 
disguised as laborers and visited the 
saloon. They soon found the men they 
wanted and got into conversation with 


them. However, they did not want to 
call Newark policemen and place them 
under arrest, because extradition from | 
New Jersey would take too long. They 
decided, if possible, to lure the two men 
back to New York, where they might be | 
arrested. j 

They told Draniewicz, also known as | 
Karal Dann, and Rabinoff, also known 
as Lenka, that they had just come down | 
from work in Rockland County and 
wanted to go to New York for a good 
time. They invited the two men tu go} 
with them, but they balked, until the 
detectives promysed to give them spend- 
ing money and pay the expenses of the 
trip in return for guidance to gambling 
and other resorts. 

The party of four boarded a tube train 
for New York. When the train reached 
Hudson Terminal! the detectives flashed 
their badges and told Draniewicz and 
Rabinoff they were under arrest. 

The two prisoners were held at the 
Clinton Street Station until about noon, 
when they were brought over to head- 
quarters to be examined by Deputy 
Commissioner Dougherty, Inspector 
Faurot and Assistant District Attorney 
Breckenridge. According to information 
made public by Mr. Dougherty, the two 
men admitted that they had seen Marty- | 
sewicz in the flat which Draniewicz has | 
since abandoned, and that he partook | 
freely of beer, wine and whiskey. On 
Saturday night they say they discovered | 
that he was dead. Rabinoff held a mir- 
ror to his mouth, they said, to make | 
sure that he was dead. 

On Sunday morning, after sleeping all 
night in the flat with the corpse, they 
said they and Muravlof, who is already | 
under arrest for having aided in the dis- 
position of the body, assisted them to tie 
up the body with a piece of clothes line | 
which was handy by in the hall of the 
tenement house, and then all hands | 
lifted it into the trunk. The two men | 
arrested early yesterday asserted that | 
Muraviof was the man who forced the} 
lid of the trunk down to lock it after the 
body had been put in in a sitting posi- 
tion. It was this blow that broke 
Martysewicz’s neck.

Not only that, but if 
the National Commission finds that a 
club has violated this new clause, thé

Invite Questions on Corporation Law 

In General Letter No. 7 the National 
Association of Credit Men, 41 Park Row,

TEXTILE BUSINESS GAINS. 


Improvement In Cotton and Wool 
Market, Says American Reporter. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, Jan. 14.—The American 
Wool and Cotton Reporter will say to- 
morrow: 
“Quite a little improvement hag oc- 
curred in the cotton goods market dur- 
ing the past week, at least in most fab- 


rics of a staple or a semi-staple charac- 
ter. Two things may be given for this 
improvement, first, a firmer price for 
raw cotion, and, second, because buy- 
ers have been unable to obtain various 
lines of cotton goods in anything like 
the delivery that many of them expect- 
ed. Mills have been kept in operation 
and the demand has beensquite regu- 
lar, so that practically no stocks of 
goods are available for spot delivery. 
Prices are not as favorable as they 
might be, and buyers are beginning to 
realize that present prices are not likely 
to be any lower in the near future, in 
fact slight advances have occurred upon 
some fabrics, especially those in which 
large amounts of raw material are used, 
such as ducks and drills. 

‘The week ends with the worsted and 
woolen yarn market in an encouraging 
condition. Even domestic spinners who 
were recently pessimistic are becoming 
convinced that they will enjoy one of 
the best seasons yet recorded. Cotton 
yarn spinners are sufficiently anxious 
for business so that no attempt has yet 
been made to advance prices. At this 
writing auotations of a week ago gen- 
erally remain unchanged. The raw silk 
market shows a more buoyant condition 
than has been noted for several weeks | 
previously. If domestic wool and worsted 
manufacturers are able to hold the en- 
tire market against foreign competition 
the time 1s opportune to eliminate the 
easy practice of permitting buyers to 
cancel their orders or refuse to receive 
goods without sufficient regard to equity 
or justice.”’

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
continues in New England, although with 
some moderation since Tuesday night, and 
low temperatures also continue in the Middle 
and South Atlantic States, but over the in- 
terior it is generally warmer, with temper- 
atures much above the seasonal average in 
the lake region and the West generally, ex- 
cept in the central Rocky Mountain region.

Board of Trade Attacks Meas- 


ure Providing for Federal 
Commercial Directory. 


AID TO UNFAIR COMPETITION 


Business Organizations Throughout 
Country to be Asked to Join 
in Fight on Bill. 


In announcing its opposition to the} 
Adamson bill pending in Congress the! 
New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation yesterday made the following 
statement: 

“Serious injury to the business inter- 
ests of the country would result from 
the enactment into law of Congressman 
Adamson’s bill providing for a Federal 
commercial directory and the regulation 
of transactions of individuals, partner- 
ships, and corporations engaging in in- 
terstate commerce.”’ 

Members of the House will be supplied 
with a ‘“ business”” argument against 
the bill and they will be asked to work 
for its defeat. The Board of Trade will 


also request the general business or- 
anizations throughout the country to 
oin in the opposition to the measure. 

Ormsby MaHarg, former Assistant 
Secretary of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, Chairman of the Leg- 
islative Committee of the Board of 
Trade, whicn has for some time been 
considering the chief features of the} 
bill and their effect on commerce, in 
presenting the conclusions of the com- 
mittee at the meeting of the board yes- 
terday, summarized its objectionable 
features in this way: 

“Mr. Adamson would have 
mate Federal account keeping 
situation and affairs, hitherto 
country considered personal and not 
generally to be pried into; of every 
ymurtnership and corporation engaged in 
nterstate commerce, and this not for 
purposes of taxation or other admitted | 
public concern, but for exposure to the | 
curious or covetous. 

**One provision would permit corpora- 
tions or other concerns to invade any | 
State without further license, thus de- 
priving any State of the long-established 
right of deciding who shall or shall not} 
be allowed to do business within its 
borders and under its laws. If this law 
should pass it would mean a short cut 
to a Federal corporation law, usurping 
the powers now universally enjoyed by 
each of the States.’’ 

In substance the bill proposes that the 
Secretary of Commerce must issue a | 
commercial directory yearly of inter-| 
state and foreign commerce in the} 
United States, in which business must 
be classified in three divisions, individ- 
ual, partnerships, and corporations.

Mitchel’s Investigators of Methods 


Decide to Quit. 


After five months of service, the 
Cleveland Commission appointed by 
John Purroy Mitchel when Collector of 
the Port, to work out reforms in the 
local Custom House, disbanded yester- 
day owing apparently to the indiffer- 
ence of the Treseuty administration to 
a continuance of the commission's 
labors. The commission was appointed 
by Mr. Mitchel soon after his aSsump- 
tion of the Collectorship last June, and 
was by him designated as the “ Collec- 
tor’s special staff.”’

Michael F, Burns, President of a coal 
company doing a business of 2,750,000 
tons a year in New York, was called to 
show whether his concern was favored 
any coal carrying railroads or rail- 
road Goal companies.

He said, however, that his company re- 
ceived an allowance of 12 and 15 cents 
a ton for handling steam and domestic 
sizes of coal on piers when its own men 
did the work.

BILL TO PROTECT DESIGNS. 


Low Cost and Immediate Registra- 
tion Its Chief Aims. 


The National Registration League 
and the Federation of Trade Press As- 
sociations of the United States, to pro- 
vide adequate protection at a low fee 
for American manufacturers against 
piracy of their best patterns, succeeded 
on Monday in introducing a bill in Con- 
gress. 

The bill provides for the registration 
of designs for all classes of manu- 
factured products without examination 
save that necessary to insure that the 

apers are made out in the proper form. 

n case of litigation, this registration 
will be aecepted as proof of priority. 
rovides for an examina- 
tion to determine that the design which 
is to be registered is not for purposes 
contrary to public policies. 

It provides that a design may be reg- 
istered for a period of three years at a 
cost of $1, ten years for $10, and twenty 
years for $30. A registration for either 
of the shorter terms may be extended 
to either of the longer at any time be- 
fore the expiration of the orig 
istration period. Designs 
as applied to or embodied in a specific | 
product. It permits a design embodied | 
in one product to be registered when 
applying to another product, that is, 
will permit registration of a design used 
in making lace that has already 
used in making silk and registered by a} 
silk manufacturer. In this 
materially from the present patent laws, 
and as commercial designs cannot 
copyrighted the bill provides for the 
only flexible system of protection that 
can be utilized in this country. 

The administrative features of the 
bill are said to be very simple.
